Royal Dublin Society—At a scientific meet- 
ing of the Royal Dublin Society held yester- 
day Professor William Brown, B.Sc., read a 
paper on the “ Fatigue of nickel and iron 
wires when they are subjected to the influence 
of transverse alternating magnetic fields of 
frequency 50 cycles per second,” in com- 
parison with former work, the results showed 
that the maximum fatigue of nickel wire duds 
to transverse fields was about 8.5 per cent. less 
than the maximum o with longitaidinal 
fields, and that it took about twice as long to 
attain the maximum. In thé ¢ase of the iron 
wire the maximum fatigue was 25 per cent. 
less with the transverse field than with the 
longitudinal field, and it also took double the 
time to attain it. It Was also shown that 
the ohmic resistence of a fatigued nickel wire 
was not changed or could not be detected to 
1 in 5,000. A paper by Mr. Edmund J. Sheehy, 
A. R.C.8ec.L., was communicated by Professor G. 
H. Carpenter, M.8c., on “An Abnormality of 
the Arterial System in a -Rabbit.” A 
abnormality consists in absence of the 


right subclavian and the presence of a 
blood vessel, origi away back in the 
aorta, which performs function of the lost 


vessel. The phenomenon is explained by the per- 
sistence of an unusual portion of the em- 
bryological blood system. The rignt recurrent 
laryngeal nerve follows its usual course, even 
though ro blood vessel which distorted it has 
been a d.

British machine, or was one which had 
been captured in France. There are 
obvious possibilities of subterfuge and 
concealment in the case of an aeroplane 
which do not exist in the case of an. air- 
ship. A daylight raid by a single hostile 
aeroplane on London is scarcely the kind 
of exploit.against which the authorities 
would consider it necessary to be 
on their guard; it possessed an element 
of surprise which would be of value on 
the first occasion, but is less likely to be 
valid in future. Given the two qualities 
of disguise and surprise, the raid on Lon- 
don id not, as a flight, an outstanding 
achievement. The distance from the 
Belgian coast to London is considerably 
less than the distances which French and 
British aviators have covered in the course 
of bomb-dropping flights of real military 
importance at the front. These air raids 
have the same purpose as the naval raids 
of which three have followed in rapid suc- 
cession during the last few weeks, and 
two of them within the past week: That 
purpose is ‘two-fold—to hearten civilian 
opinion in Germany, and to disturb 
civilian opinion in these countries. If the 
air attack on London will console the Ger- 
mans for the loss of two Zeppelins, it is 
not likely to give the British. public a 
false sense of the values of the respective 
achievements. The naval raids are more 
serious, not in themselves, but because 
there exists already some dissatisfaction 
with the Admiralty. They are invested 
with a certain importance by Mr. Bal- 
four's unfortunate boast, on the occasion 
of the first attack on the Channel com- 
munications, that the raiders would not 
escape so easily next time, Since then 
we have had, last Thursday, the fleeting 
visit of German destroyers to the “ forti- 
fied place of Ramsgate,” and again, last 
Sunday, a raid near Lowestoft, ih which 
one of our armed trawlers was lost. 
both cases the raiders. returned un- 
molested. 


_L.. Naturally the German Press makes the 


utmost possible capital out of these inci- 
dents. We read that “the abundant 
bombardment of \ fortified places on the 
English coast and the invisibility» of the 
British Fleet are a truly grotesque picture 
which nobody had thought possible before 
the war.” While it would be absurd to 
reinforce criticism of the Admiralty by 
hasty conclusions drawn from these raids, 
or to make them the basis of an outcry 
that our ships shou:d be diverted from 
their proper work in order to attend to 
them—which is precisely what the enemy 
want—it must be admitted that they are 
worth while from the German point of 
view. Strategically they are meaning- 
less; politically the “truly grotesque 
picture” of the naval situation which they 
enable the German Press to present is of 
considerable value. A good deal of op- 
position, especially from the Socialists, 
is manifesting itself against the proposal 
to mobilise the whole man-power and 
woman-power of the German Empire. 
Nothing can be better calculated to bear 
down that opposition than the fostering 
of an illusion that Germany's cause 
prospers,.and that only a final effort is 
needed to carry it to victory. The mili- 
tary situation is capable of being so pre- 
sented as to give the same illusion that 
Germany holds the initiative and her 
enemies are powerless. The fact that the 
various offensives of the Allies are momen- 
tarily suspended, while the German offen- 
sive against Rumania proceeds with 
vigour, has even produced a certain de- 
pression at home which enables us to 
appreciate the political value in Germany 
of the other side of the picture. At this 
stage it is useless to examine the Ruma- 
mian situation in detail... The Rumanians 
have extricated their retreating forces 
without serious loss, and they now lie, 
intact, disposed on a wide are a hundred 
miles long and some fifty miles distant 
from Bukharest. Whether, with Russian 
support, they have it in their power to 
stand on this line against the invaders, 
or even now to turn the tables upon them, 
depends wholly on their position in re- 
spect of material, upon which we remain 
altogether uninformed. 
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The rate of interest at which 
this War Loan shall be issued has not 
yet been settled. We do not know whether 
this loan will be made available to the 
comparatively small investor; but, if not 
in this instance, then at some time in the 
near future, we are sure to see British 
War Stock become a holding familiar to 
middle-class investors in the United 
States. British credit deserves to be good. 
It is well founded. What we have raised 
abroad so far is a slight fraction of, our 
borrowing; it is well secured, and répre- 
sents a small amount in comparison with 
Britain’s vast rosources of wealth. The 
war has opened a revelation of our taxable 
capacity. The Finance Bill of 1914, 
passed a few days before the declaration 
of war, provided for an estimated revenue 
of about £200,000,000. In the eight war 
months of 1914-15 we raised in taxation 
£172,000,000. In 1915-16 the sum was 
£337,000,000, and in 1916-17 we shall raise 
£502,000,000. This means that we have 
provided for all our ordinary expenditure 
and for the interest on our war loans, and 
have made a large contribution out of 
taxation to the cost of the war. 


Civil Service Reform. 


The examination for the highest class of 
the Civil Service is virtually in abeyance 
| during the period of the war. When it 
is resumed after the war its nature pro- 
bably will have undergone drastic changes. 
The report of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, published more than two years 
ago, recommended that a Treasury Com- 
mittee should investigate “the suitability 
of the syllabus and methods” of the 
examination. The system of examination 
under which candidates have been selected 
hitherto for the Home, Indian, or Eastern 
Civil Services was criticised before the 
Commission on several grounds, It was 
said that the schedule of marks gave undue 
preference to candidates who had read for 
the Oxford “Greats” School, and that 
mathematical and _ scientific students 
were handicapped. The charge was 
also made that the selection of 
candidates solely by the test of 
marks tended to penalise many really 
good men. The Treasury has now adopted 
the Commission’s suggestion, and has ap- 
pointed a committee of inquiry into the 
existing scheme of examination. It con- 
sists of Mr. Stanley Leathes, First Civil 
Service Commissioner; Sir Alfred Ewing, 
of Edinburgh University; Sir Henry 
Miers, of- Manchester University; Mr. 
'H. A. Fisher, of Sheffield University, and 
Mr. W. G. Adams, Gladstone Professor 
of Political Theory at Oxford. Mr. 
Adams has worked in Ireland, and will 
not be unmindful of Ireland's very large 
interest im@this question. The fact that 
the “new” Universities are strongly re- 
presented on the committee foreshadows 
reforms in a system which hitherto has 
followed in the main the traditional lines 
of the education of Oxford, Cambridge, 
and Dublin. The committee is instructed 
to submit to the Treasury a revised scheme 
which will satisfy the needs of Class L 
of the Civil Service. The war has made 
at least one change in normal conditions 
for which the committee must make wise 
and liberal provision. Many hundreds 
of our best University students have given 
themselves to their country without regard 
for their own prospects, and have now 
passed the age limit for the Indian Civil 
Service examinations After the war 
such men must mot merely receive new 
opportunities for entering the highest 
offices in the public service, but must be 
given a preference over those who have 
not borne the burden and heat of the day.

It. is, perhaps, because the Zeppelin 
menace comes home so nearly to the 
people of land that the satisfaction 
expr , at the victory of our 
brave aviators was as | as, if not 
louder than, when we have scored a con- 
siderable advance in our line in France. 
I do not believe that the reason for this 
is a selfish one, but think that it is due 
to the fact that we suffered so long from 
the Zeppelins without | ange of 
vengeance. For months they came and 
did what they pleased, and sailed away 
unharmed. Now they come, but they do 
not all ort back again. Another reason 
for satisfaction is that so many people 
know exactly what a Zeppelin raid means, 
with its tale of murder of helpless women 
and children and wanton damage, and re- 
joice at the knowledge that a Zeppelin, 
ence destroyed, cannot come again. 


Twelve German airships have now been 
destroyed this year—six of them in the 
last three months. Judging by the fre- 
quent accidents to these monsters in peace- 
time, it is probable that, in addition, 
several others have come to grief in Ger- 
many. But whether that be so or not, 
enough has been done to strengthen the 
conviction of those who held from the 
start that the lighter-than-air machines 
would prove untrustworthy as fighting 
weapons. For scouting purposes at sea 
they are believed to have proved useful, 
though even that is a matter of inference 
rather than certainty. 


After yesterday’s excitement the House 
of Commons was rather quiet to-day, 
though, when the regular questions were 
over, interest was stimulated for a minute. 
or two by the official statements regard- 
ing the Zeppelin and aeroplane raids. Mr.

It was regarded as an undue pre- 
ference that the Order of Freemasons in Ireland 
should be excepted from the rule which 
vented members of either the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary or the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
from belonging to societies which, in themselves, 
were not only harmless,: but very likely in some 
respects beneficial. It might be said that the 
Society of Freemasons in Ireland was neither 
secret nor political. It could not, he thought, 
be denied that it was secret, but it might well 
be said that it was in no sense a party or a 
political society. That view, however, was not 
accepted by a great many, and in matters of 
this, kind, and so long as a number of people 
believed that this exception produced unfair and 
unequal treatment, the existence of this excep- 
tion would continue to be regarded as a griev- 
ance. That was the view d by the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, and it seemed to him that it 
was a sound and almost necessary view. He 
trusted, therefore, that, however much attached 
some of their lo ips might be to the Order 
of Freemasonry, however convinced they 
might be that all its operations were not only 
harmless, but actually beneficent, they would 
not attempt to alier the terms of the bill in 
this respect. 


THE EARL OF MEATH. 


The Earl of MEATH said that he had on 
previous occasions drawn attention to the neces- 
sity of sieges the pay of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
and he, therefore, welcomed the bill. Unfortu- 
nately, the Government had delayed too long, 
and, as a result of the delay, 300 members of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police had joined an 
organisation which certainly was not one of the 
most loyal in the country, and which probably 
they would not have joined had the Govern- 
ment taken action earlier.

The Earl of DONOUGHMORE said he in- 
tended in Committee move the omission of 
the clause relating to the repeal of that part of 
the Statute dealing with Freemasonry. He was 
afraid that the speech of the noble Marquis 
could be rather summed up in the old phrase 
“ Minorities must suffer.” It was unfortunate 
that a Coalition Government should sweep away, 
by a clause in this bill, a privilege that was 
practically secured by the late Government in 
the Home Rule Act.

The fact that aeroplanes played an important 
part in the destruction of the Zeppelin is 
vouched for by one observer, who, during the 
whole of the time, had the doomed airship in 
view through a powerful pair of glasses. 
the searchlights found her, he said, there were 
about three which remained fixed upon her, 
whilst another five or six formed a ring of light 
round the vessel, from which there was no 
escape. “I am not sure,” he 
“whether the gunners hit her. Certainly they 
went very close, but I distinetly saw an aero- 
plane near the Zeppelin, which shortly eafter- 
wards burst inte flames.” 

Another observer says:—I was not quite sure 
whether the framework was white with the 
heat, but I camd@ te the conclusion that it was 
a searchlight playing upon the aluminium that 
gave me that impression. After the Zeppelin 
dipped it seemed as though the gas balloonettes 
caught fire, and then just before she fell she 
tilted perpendicularly, and I formed the im- 
pression that the petrol tanks had caught fire 
before she fell in a cloud of flame and smoke. 
Even when she struck the sea the flames con- 
tinued for quite an appreciable time. It was 
the sight of my life. No pen can possibly 
deseribe it. The rapidity of the airship’s de- 
struction was simply marvellous, although, 
mind ‘you, it was an ideal night for the gunners, 
clear and frosty. 

Severdl observers are convinced that there 
was another Zeppelin in the vicinity at the time, 
and that it made off in an easterly direction, 
successfully eluding the searchlights. This view 
was put forward by one observer, who has wit- 
nessed several previous raids, and who was quite 
emphatic that he both saw and beard the 
second raider. 

Another gentleman was positive that the Zep- 
pelin was struck by the guns. Only about 
three or four minutes elapsed, he said; before 
the searchlights spotted the raider, and one 
light held it until the others concentrated. 
There would be about eight or nine lights on it 
altogether. At first the shells fell short, but 
the fire was very rapid and very accurate. 
have seen a good deal of gunnery, and I say 
deliberately that the shooting was splendid. 


HOW THE SECOND RAIDER WAS 
BROUGHT DOWN. 


An east coast correspondent telephoned — 
About six a.m. the residents were awakened by 
bombs and guniire from the sea-front. The 
Zeppelin was plainly seen high in the sky about 
five miles off the dhote. The guns made excel- 
lent practice, the shells

formed that she had been hit. 

A correspondent of the Eastern Daily Press 
says:—Thousands of voices rang out with 
cheers, when practically the whole population 
of an east coast town watched a Zeppelin, in 
flames, fall into the sea. 

There were no signs of the invaders being in 
the district until about 6 o’clock in the morning, 
when the people were disturbed by the hooming 
of guns. Shortly afterwards a huge Zeppelin 
was seen steering seaward. The airship was: 
attacked by gunfire for twenty minutes. In oa 
disabled condition the Zeppelin drifted slowly 
seawards; then, amidst loud cheers, she burst 
into flames, and fell into the sea. 

A Press Association correspondent on the 
North Norfolk coast telegraphs>—It was about 
6 o'clock in the morning when  gun-firing 
roused the inhabitants, and the Zeppelin was 
seen high up in the sky. Shells burst all round

Then an aero 
plane was observed making inland, and it was 
surmised that the raider was disabled by gun- 
fire, and then finished off by the aeroplane.

THE VISIT TO THE NORTH 
MIDLANDS. 


Another correspondent of the Press Associa- 
tion telegraphs:—A Zeppelin raided a North 
Midland district. a few minutes before one 
o'clock on Tuesday morning, coming from a 
north-easterly direction. Warning had pre- 
viously been received, and lights were extin- 
guished, and ambulance arrangements made. 
Reaching a district of this town, the raider 
dropped one bomb, which practically wreckea 
four houses, and did damage to a number or 
other dwellings in the neighbourhood. In three 
of the four houses the families were in bed, 
an! all of them escaped injury, but in the 
fourth a man, who had just returned from 
work, was sitting having his supper with his 
wife. The man was injured by flying fragments, 
and Was removed to hospital suffering from 
chest wounds. He is, however, making éatis- 
factory progress towards recovery. This was 
the only casualty, but the bomb dug a deep, 
wide hole in the backyard, demolishing. an out- 
building, and téaring from their hinges all the 
doors outside and inside the dwelling, besides 
smashing all the windows. The roofs of neigh- 
bouring houses were holed by the fall of debris 
and. blown into the air. ® eseapes from in- 
jury were miraculous. The populace turned into 
the street en masse, many in night attire, ana 
obtained a good view of the raider, which was 
clearly visible in the st night, 

From this town the Zeppelin turned and made 
for a semi-rural di when she fired 11 ex- 
plosive and one i bombs. These failea 
to do any da beyond the smashing or 
glass, and any da from the incendiary 
bomb was obviated by a number of plucky 
women who rushed out of their houses with 
buckets of water.. Before leaving this North 
Midland district the Zeppelin dropped about 2u 
bombs, most of which fell in rural areas without 
causing any ro Altogether the raid was 
marvellously ineffective for the amount of ex- 
plosive expended, Travelling on, the raider, 
which. was described as moving at only a mo- 
derate pace at no great altitude, dropped what 
were apparently its two last bombs near an 
isolated country ep These embedded them- 
aclves in the ground, without exploding. At
